Some Social, Administrative Policies 
Questioned By Faculty-Student Forum 


In Thursday’s run-off elec¬ 
tion for Secretary of Finance 
Robert Briggs defeated Rod¬ 
ney Emerson. 

This year’s elections have 
brought more students to the 
polls than in previous years. 
There were 1,000 votes cast in 
the run-off; that is, 300 more 
than in the entire election last 
year. 

‘‘I appreciate the support I 
received from all the students 
on the campus and especially 
the students living in the 
dorms,” Briggs said. 


‘‘IF YOU ARE interested 
in having more rights, show 
you are interested; don’t just 
complain, be willing to sug¬ 
gest and work,” Dean Austin 
suggested to coeds with ref¬ 
erence to the Association of 
Women Students. 

“Why can’t 21-year-old stu¬ 
dents be permitted to drink 
liquor in their apartment off 
campus?’ a student asked. 
"WEAKLEY COUNTY is dry. 
and liquor, with the exception 
of beer, is not allowed,” Piper 
said. 


One question brought be¬ 
fore the panel concerned zoned 
parking and possible automo¬ 
bile restrictions on freshmen 
and sophomores. 

“DORM STUDENTS and 
commuters will be assigned 
certain zones for less con¬ 
gestion and difficulty," Chan¬ 
cellor Dykes replied. He sees 
no need for further restric¬ 
tions until the enrollment 
reaches five to seven thousand. 

A student mentioned that 
time spent in classroom, drill 
and preparation for ROTC was 
not given adequate scholastic 
credit. A suggested solution 
was to make ROTC voluntary. 

CLARK AGREED with the 
student proposal to keep the lib¬ 
rary open on the weekend in or¬ 
der to meet student needs. 

Abolishing Saturday classes 
was another issue “The Board 
of Trustees has not passed the 
resolution,” Dean Smith re¬ 
plied. He said classroom short¬ 
age was an important cause of 
Saturday classes. 

DEAN SMITH said he did 
not know of discussions before 
the faculty concerning an un¬ 
limited number of cuts for 

juniors and seniors with a 3.0 

average when asked about such 
a possibility. 

One coed suggested the for¬ 
mation of an honor council to 
combat cheating. Before an 

honor council could be set up, 
administration approval and 
student government endorse¬ 
ment would be required, Holi¬ 
day said. 

CLARK COMMENTED that 
“an honor council is a step toa 
mature university,” and' there 
are enough students here inter¬ 
ested enough to make such a 
system work.” 

“Why can’t coeds go to 
men’s apartments?’ one coed 
asked. Dean of Women Julia 
Austin, who was not on the 
panel but present for the dis¬ 
cussion, suggested the “com¬ 
munity image” as the predom¬ 
inate factor in this restric¬ 
tion.

That’s a classroom situa¬ 
tion. The class is Popular 
American Literature, called 
Trashy Lit by instructor Ron¬ 
ald Tweet, at Augustana Col¬ 
lege, Rock Island, Ill. 

IT'S AN ATTEMPT to ap¬ 
peal to current interests of 
college students in mass cul¬ 
ture and mass society. Says 
the Augustana Observer, "It 
ventures Into that foggy realm 
between high and low literature 
which has produced such a mul¬ 
titude of best sellers.’’ 

Due to student interest, the 
class seems to be in session all 
the time— in the student union, 
in dormitory rooms, over a 
pitcher of beer at the local 
pub— as students banter over 
ideas expressed in the course. 

The reading list includes 
frontier literature such as 
The Virginian by Owen Wister, 
the problem of the South as 
seen in Harriet Beecher 
Stowe’s Uncle Tom’s Cabin, 
legislated morality illustrated 
by Upton Sinclair in The Jun¬ 
gle and two short novels by 
Horatio Alger. 

BUT THOSE are only 
guidelines. Discussion may 
wander through Melville and 
Cooper to "Gunsmoke” and 
"Star Trek,” interlaced with 
the philosophy of Marshall 
McLuhan. 

In addition to showing the 
subject matter of popular 
literature, the course is de¬ 
signed to give a more com¬ 
plete view of American lit¬ 


erary traditions. Says 
Instructor Tweet, "There’s a 
great deal to be learned from 
studying the popular as op¬ 
posed to the great American 
literature.” 

Students seem to agree. 
What started out as a small 
group of English majors has 
grown to include some 90 
students with major interests In 
many fields.

Dear Editors: 

I was recently asked to sign 
a rather strange petition. It 
reminded me that a note of 
congratulations and thanks to 
the editors and the faculty ad¬ 
visor of the Volette is long 
overdue. 

I would like to offer my 
congratulations on your ach¬ 
ievements this past year. Con¬ 
gratulations on the tone, con¬ 
tent, and sensible, level-head¬ 
ed attitude reflected In your 
editorial policy which, I am 
sure, echoes the thinking of 
our student body. And thank 
you— 

Thank you for adopting the 
attitude of the great majority 
of our students, who know the 
difference between Intellec¬ 
tuals and pseudo-intellectuals, 
between constructive and des¬ 
tructive criticism. Most of our 
students and faculty members 
take pride In their studies and 
In academic stimulation. They 
know that the only legitimate 
dissent Is that backed by a solid 
knowledge of what Is being argu¬ 
ed. 

Thank you for representing 
the intelligent segment of our 
student body, of whom we can 
be proud, and not the pseudo¬ 
intellectuals, those small 
groups of one or two leaders 
surrounded by a coterie of 
students who have been misled 
Into thinking that study and 
constructive effort are a bore 
and a waste of their time, 
and who are under the illusion 
that dissenting from every 
established tradition makes 
them “intellectual” and soph¬ 
isticated. 

Thank you for your integ¬ 
rity in selecting news to be re¬ 
ported, for the taste and 
decorum you have exercised In 
reporting it, and for your po¬ 
licy of Inquiry into and discus¬ 
sion of items students most 
want to discuss. Your report¬ 
ing represents academic free¬ 
dom, not the abuse of it in 
which one person or a small 
group might usurp the paper 
(or the students’ time In 
class) to sound off with 
personal opinions on the draft, 
the Viet Nam war, the Pueblo 
incident, the riots, or mini¬ 
skirts. (No connection between 
the latter two.) 

Thank you for doing a GOOD 
job with campus news report¬ 
ing and not a poor job by try¬ 
ing to compete with AP or UPI, 
or with TIME or NEWSWEEK. 

Thank you most of all for 
reflecting the desire of our 
intelligent students for law 
and order. Too many campuses 


today (I need not name them) 
are becoming jungles of dis¬ 
order and anarchy. A Univer¬ 
sity should set the example for 
the non-academic world; It 
should represent the epitome 
of order and progress. If the 
order and decorum of our uni¬ 
versities break down, where 
can the rest of the country look 
for responsible leadership. 

Thank you for not advocating 
such actions as the burning 
of draft cards, returning them to 
the draft board. Few of us 
wholeheartedly agree with 
the draft policy; those of us 
who have served in World 
War II or the Korean Conflict 
may object to it as strenu¬ 
ously as those who maybe called 
to Viet Nam. But Is rioting, 
violence, or draft-card burning 
the answer? Most of our stu¬ 
dents have a sense of responsi¬ 
bility and realize that, even 
though we disagree with a gov¬ 
ernmental policy or practice, 
we’d be much worse off under 
a dictatorship or complete 
chaos. 

Ways and means of changing 
laws are Incorporated Into our 
system of law Itself. They 
take time and effort, but again, 
most of our students realize 
that nothing worth while Is easy 
to obtain. I find it personally 
gratifying that we have some 
students who can read and un¬ 
derstand Thoreau’s "Civil Dis¬ 
obedience” without twisting or 
misinterpreting it to mean li¬ 
cense to say or do anything one 
jolly well pleases with a totally 
selfish disregard for the wel¬ 
fare of everyone else, com¬ 
monly known as the "ME, ME, 
ME-and-to. . . with-you” at¬ 
titude. 

Attendance at a University Is 
voluntary. Our students are 
here because they want a high¬ 
er education before they face 
the immense task of taking over 
the world their elders have 
done such a good job in “lous¬ 
ing up.” This means they 
want universities, and they want 
a newspaper like the Volette, 
which Is concerned with a par¬ 
ticular university and reflects 
the attitudes and opinions of 
the students of that university. 

In "Walden,” Thoreau re¬ 
marks, "I have yet to hear the 
first syllable of valuable or 
even earnest advice from 
my seniors. They have told me 
nothing, and probably cannot 
tell me anything.” Are we 
to interpret this to mean that 
universities and professors are 
a waste of time and effort? 
Shouldn’t one take cognizance 
of the fact that Thoreau had 
taken the time and effort to 


become well educated before 
making this observation? Would 
he have made such comments as 
an undergraduate? He didn’t. 
He was more intelligent than 
that. Mo6t of our students are 
too, and again. It Is gratifying 
to note that the Volette reflects 
the thinking of the largest and 
best part of our student body. 

I hope you will keep up the 
good work.
